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SENATOR DWORAK: Mr. President, colleagues, I think I
understand the bill. I am in the insurance business. I
probably stand to gain more from the passage of this bill
then, with the exception of one or two more, anyone in the
body. I think that $96 where the bill originally came out
was a good compromise worked out ln committee and one that
we probably could have lived with. Now we' re up at $110.
When we' re talking about $96 and we' re talking about
compensation, we' re talking about what people take home. When
you take the deductions from a man's salary, like his taxes
and like his withholding and what a man actually takes home
and has to spend, $96 l s adequate. $96 was a good f i gure .
$89, I think, ls probably a more equitable figure then $110.
I again say, I think it's a poor year to tab business, where
we' re mandating that they buy this coverage, with another
premium. With a 6 percent addition ln cost. I would urge
the postponement of this bill.
